HIGHWAY COMMISSION 
SUBMITS ITS REPORT 


Given to Legislature as Resolu- 
tion Is Introduced to Inquire 
Into Record of Work. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 21:— 
About the same time a resolution to 
investigate the failure of the State 
Highway Commission to build roads 
was being introduced into the House 
yesterday by Representative Bailey 
of Jasper County, the biennial re- 
port of the commission was carried 
into the ehamber by employes 
laid upon the desks of the legislat rs. 

Although the commission has 1ad 
at its disposal more than $2,000,000 
of Federal and State funds, and has 
employed high salaried engineers 
and draftsmen, the report shows 
that, during the two years of its ex- 
istence, it has built only 40 miles of 
hard surface roads, has partially con- 
structed 22 miles and has 287: miles 
which it has planned to construct but 
upon which work has not been com- 
menced, 

That the Highway Commission had 
made a failure of its mission was 
first charged by A. C. McKibben, 
secretary, and a member of the com- 
mission, who resigned and who, in 
lis letter of resignation to Gov. 
Gardner, declared that the commis- 
sion was playing politics and that A. 
W. Graham, chief engineer, was not 
competent to do the work the r:73d 
law required of him. 

Shortly after McKibben’s charges 
were made public, the commission 
met and exonerated itself from all 
blame but promised to do more work 
in the future. The report shows that 
the commission has graded 245 miles 
of road, has graded partially 176 


in! 


-miles and has plans for grading 496 


more miles; that it has constructed 
288 culverts, partially constructed 86 


and has plans for the construction of 


858. The report also shows that 43 
bridges have been built, 16 partially 
built and 95 are yet to be construct- 
ed.

Carelessness of individuals and in- 
efficiency in the operation of auto- 
mobiles, elevators and machinery 
brought about numerous fatal acci- 
dents during 1918, says Coroner Vitt 
in his annual report made public to- 
day. 

The report covers investigations 
of 1685 sudden and violent deaths, a 
decrease of 272 from the total num- 
ber of similar fatalities § in 1917. 
Among the deaths investigated, 420 
were due to accidents, 139 were sui- 
cides and 138 were homicides. Homi- 
cides during 1917 numbered 165. 

Urges Safety Principles. 

“T am convinced,” the Coroner re- 
ports, “that the heeding of ‘safety 
first’ warnings, constant alertness on 


the part of individuals and a prop-

1918, new 
schedules of rates for telephone toll calls (to points outside the local serviee area), 
under which all tol] calls throughout the United States are placed on a uniform basis, 
becomes effective 12:01 a. m., Januar y 21, 1919.

Under these new schedules the ‘‘station to station’’ rate is the base rate upon which ‘all | 
rates for the various classes of service offered are computed. This rate is determined by 
the air line distance between toll points and is computed, for the initial period, on the 
basis of 5c for each 6 miles up to 24 miles and 5c for each 8 miles beyond that distance.

Kor toll calls whe re the e alling party does no! Spe ify il particular’ person to be reached 
at the called telephone, the ‘‘station to station’’ rate is charged. This method provides 
the cheapest and quickest form of telephone .oll service. 

‘Station to station’’ ealls must be made as far as possible by giving the telephone num- 
ber of the called telephone. Where the number is not known and te lephone directory in- 
formation is not available, the number should be obtained from ‘‘ Information,”’ or if the 
called telephone is at a distant point, the name and address of the called subscriber 
should be given to the toll operator. 


lor toll calls where the ealling party specities a particular person to be reached at the 

called telephéne and the connection is established and conversation held with that per- 
son, the ‘person to person”’ rate is charged. As this service requires a greater amount 
of operating effort, the rate for such ealls is about one-fourth greater than the ‘‘station 
to station’’ rate. (Minimum ‘‘person to p:-rson’’ rate 20e.) 


For toll calls on a ** person to person”’ basis, where the calling party, in placing the eall, 
desionates a definite time at which he will t:lk and the conversation is held, the ‘‘ap- 
pointment”’ rate is charged. As this servic involves the making of the appointment in 
addition to the operating effort necessary fo’ a ‘*person to roe: 8 eall, the ‘‘appoint- 
ment”’ rate is about one-half greater than th» ‘*station to station” fate. (Minimum ‘‘ap- 
pointment’’ rate 2oc. ) 


or toll ealls made on a ‘* person to person’’ basis where nessenger service is required to 
secure attendance of the designated person at the ealled telephone, the “‘messenger 
call’’ rate applies. This rate is the same as the ‘‘appointment”’ rate, — any necessary 
charge for messenger service. — (Minimum “*messenger eall’’ rate 25e. 

In connection with all toll calls other than those made on a ‘'station to station’’ basis 
where the called station is reached but the conversation is not held, because of anv rea- 
son beyond the control of the telephone company a ‘‘report charge’’ is made equivalent 
to about one-fourth of the ‘station to station” rate. (Minimum “report charge”’ 10e, 


maximum $2.00, ) 


Reduced rates, applying only to calls made ona ‘‘station to station”’ basis are quoted for 
toll service between the hours of 8:30 p.m. and 4:30 a.m. The rate between 8:30 p. m. 
and 12 midnight is about one-half the ‘‘station to station’’ dav rate, and between 12 mid- 
night and 4:30 a. m. about one-fourth the ‘‘station to station”’’ day rate. The minimum 
night rate is 25e. Where the ‘‘station to station’’ day rate is 25e or less the day rate will 
apply for night service. 

lor the purpose of applving reduced rates, for evening and night ‘station to station’’ 


service, the tune of day at the calling point is used. 


Day rates apply on all ealls other than those made on a ‘*station to station’’ basis, 


whether they are made during the day, ev aing or night.

The Bond Issue Election. 
To the Editor of the i vst-Dispatch. 

It costs about $70,000 to hold an elec- 
tion in St. Louis, and it is proposed to 
call a special election in May to vote on 
the next municipal bond issue, instead of 
caring. for that matter at the regular 
April election. 

President Wilson has said “The value 
of the lesson of economy taught by the 
war will more than offset its monetary 
cost.” If city officials cannot now ar- 
range to have the bond issue acted upon 
in April they should receive the rebuke 
from the people which they deserve for 
waste. The people have economized and 
stinted themselves during war time to 
help the Federal Government win. Dur- 
ing that time city officlals have repeat- 
edly advanced the assessment on de- 
preciating property on the heels of an 
advanced rate from $1.43 to $1.57 on the 
$100. 

The writer knows property whose as- 
sessment was raised in 1916 and again 
in 1918 which depreciated 25 per cent 
during the last five years. He can point 

out flats which were vacant during the 
entire year 1916. Assessments 
raised at the same time while one of the 
large office buildings was favored with 
a substantial rebate in taxation because it 
was not yielding good returns. 

The men who perpetrated these wrongs 
feel safe, as did the Hohenzollerns when 
they launched the world war. The peo- 
ple stopped the German autocrat. When 
will the people of St. Louis exercise their 
power and stop the local autocrat? We 
have as competent business men as there 
are on earth. Let us select from them 
olty officials with foresight sufficient to 
prearrange matters a few months ahead. 
Let us select men who will pledge them- 
selves to conduct the city business along 
the economical lines they have conduct- 
ed their own private enterprises; who 
will compel each to bear his just portion 
of taxation and who will fix a rate by 
which current expenses, including the 
cost of improvements, can be met each 
year and eliminate the bond issue habit.

After going carefully into the details 
of the U. R. bargain, I heartily voice the 
opinions of those already expressed.

Regulation of Hog Prices Not 


Likely to Be Abandoned. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Frank 5S. 
Snyder, head of the Food Administra- 
tion’s meat division, said today that, 
despite a hog surplus, he would not rec- 
ommend abandonment of the price agree- 
ment policy when the Hog Committee 
meets Jan. 28 to consider the price for 
February. 

The present surplus, Snyder predicted, 
would turn into a definite deficit this 
year. He said the pendulum would 
swing within three months if Europe 
could get the money and ships to take 
its requirements. U nder the price agree- 
ment policy the basis price of be + was 
maintained in October at $18.50 and at 
$17.4) during the past three months. 
The agreement is fixed by a committee 
of representatives of the Food Admin- 
istration, the Agricultural Department 
the packers and the producers and com- 
mission men. Snyder said the Food 44- 
ministration in honor could not recom- 
mend the abandonment of the agreement 
with the producers. The administration 
undertook ‘‘to stabilize the price so the 
farmer could count on getting for each 
100 pounds of hogs ready for market 13 
times the average cost per bushel of 
corn fed into the hogs,’’ he said. g@nd it 
now ‘‘means to do justice to t oa. 

Pointing out that of the 4 00 hors 
marketed in this countr every month. 
half are purchased outside. Snyder said 
if the Food Administration forced a loss 
on the farmer at this time, in violation 
of its pledge, in response to a demand 
of’the Chicago Roard of Trade, it would 
be for the benefit of foreign purchasers 
and not the packers.
